LIMITS WILSON’S 
WORK; IMPROVES 
SATISFACTORILY 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 23.—With 
exception of brief attention to the diffi- 
culties of the national industrial con- 
ference President Wilson today got 
uninterrupted rest. 

After a report on developments in 
the conference had been given the 
president and he had formulated a 
message to Secretary Lane, chairman 
of the conference, Rear Admiral Gray- 
son ordered that. no further govern-

}ident’s attention today. 

The president’s condition, it was ex- 
plained, had not been affected by his 
increased activity, but the chances that 
too much attention to public affairs 
might retard his recovery were consid- 
ered too great to risk taking up mat- 
ters not urgent. He has until next 
Tuesday midnight to act on the prohi- 
bition bill.

Many people dislike the president— 
hate him, if you like. But no one who 
really saw him in action in Paris, saw 
what he did in those grilling months 
of struggle—no one who has seen 
what he has had to do since he came 
home, with no opportunity for rest or 
relaxation—will for 2 moment belittle 
the immensity of his task or under- 
rate his extraordinary endurance, en- 
ergy, courage, both mental and phys- 
ical. 
Noticed Twitching of Face. 
More than once, there in Paris, go- 
ing up in the evening to see the presi- 
dent, I found him looking utterly worn 
out, exhausted, often one side of his 
face twitching with nervousness. 

No soldier ever went into battle with 
more enthusiasm, more aspiration, 
more devotion to a sacred cause, than 
the president had when he came to 
Paris, but day after day in those

That story of what the president did 
at Paris, the battle he fought there, the 
kind of foes he had to meet, and the 
poison gases they used, has never yet 
been told.

ticed on them—and in this last revolu- | 
tion there were bound to be Jews. 


More Russians Than Jews. 


In the office of the government it 
would be absurd not to loek for mem- 
bers of the race who in Russia have 
always valued education and culture 
qualities that are of the first impor- 
tance in a new régime. t wherever 
I saw Jews there also I saw Russians 
in immeasurably greater number, and 
I came to the conclusion that in all 
fairness the utmost that can be said 
is that Jews are found officially among 
the bolsheviks in greater proportion 
than their race bears to the entire 
population of Russia. That is, how- 
ever, a very different proposition from 
the one popularly believed—that Jew 
and bolshevik are convertible terms. 
But that statement sticks and it has 
produced dire results—especially in the 
south. In districts overrun by Deni- 
kine, Petlura and the Poles, destructive 
attacks and pogroms on the Jews have

“In the business zones only stores, 
offices, banks, and like enterprises are 
aiewed, with the exception that a 
manufacturing business, not in itself a 
nuitance, the product of which is sold | 
st retail, is permitted. , 

“In the industrial zone all manufac- 
wring plants, except smelters, tan- 
series, chemical factories, and the like, : 
are 

“The heavy industrial zone has no 
vestrictions as to the sort of manufac- 
wring that may be carried on. No 
residences are permitted within its,

RESERVATIONS. 


Americanism concedes the prudence and sanity 
of the reservations which the senate committee on 


the league of nations. 
They take a document which might be dangero 


and put it upon’a safe foundation. They preserve. 


the rights and interests of the United States. They 
are in accord with the constitution, traditions, and 
fieeds of the United States. 

Foolish Americans, and there are some in the 
senate, take an extraordinary view of this inter- 
national agreement, which is an issue in the United 
States. They forget that every other nation enter- 
ing the league seeks thereby to gain something for 


Not one enters with clean hands altruistically. 
Each one seeks to gain something for itself and 
to preserve something for itself. The weak nations 
seek protection. The strong nations seek addi- 
tional strength. There is no disinterest shown in 
any other nation than the U. 8. A. 

Great Britain has surrendered nothing. Great 
Britain has gained much. After the covenant was 
agreed upon she took a protectorate over Persia. 
France wants assurance that her possession.of the 
‘Saar valley will be underwritten, and that her secu- 
rity in new territory will be guaranteed. These are 
not moral questions—or have not been handled an 
such. They are practical questions. 

The United States in entering the league gains 
nothing except as the league makes universal peace 

‘more stable. For that we are willing to risk a good | 
deal, but not everything. | 

The sensible Republicans in the senate are en- 
deavoring to keep the United States from risking

icans that there can be a bitter, stupid criticism of 
their course. 

Here are Americans trying to keep the United 
States out of troubles and dangers which may in- 
volve other generations, and there are fellow coun- 
trymen of theirs so misguided and ignorant and 
stupid that they attack the motives and the com- 
mon sense and idealism of these protectors of 
America. .

The Republican organization headed by former 
Gov. Deneen has indorsed Gov. Lowden's candi- 
dacy for the Republican nomination to the presi- 
dency. Attorney General Brundage’s organization 
wiil follow suit when it meets. The governor's plat- 
form has been announced. It is certain the gov- 
ernor will go into the convention the unanimous 
first choice of the Republicans of Illinois. 3 

It would be a sorry commentary on Illinois Re- 
publicanism if he did not. Gov. Lowden has given 
the state one of the best administrations in its 
century of history. He has been a constructive 
administrator, one of the rarest of political phe- 
nometia. When he leaves his offre he will leave 
not merely the memory of good service, of money 
saved, of departments ably and conscientiously ad- 
ministered, of legislation wisely passed upon, but 
he will also leave a lasting contribution to the ad- 
ministrative institutions of the state. 

Thanks chiefly to Gov. Lowden, Illinois has per- 
haps the best executive machinery in the country. 
By this accomplishment alone he challenges the

Yet a professional butter tester has 
said of a certain common grade of 
butter: “The flavor may be unclean, 
but not aged nor rancid, a trifle sour 
or fermented, but not overly so. The 
body may be weak or salvy, but not. 


One reason for resenting bad but- 
ter is that in almost every casé the 
original material so vitiated wag prob- 
ably exactly as good as that used for 
‘the highest grade butter. 

- Butter today is made out of pas- 
teurized op sterilized cream, but if the 
water used in waghing it after it is 
churned contains micro-organisms it 
will quickly grow rancid. 
to get fishy butter for this reason. 
Parchment wrappers are supposed 
to be a protection for butter, but. if 
‘these have collected dust or were fin- 
gered in the cutting, they afford a 
suitable medium for the growth of 
moulds. Better use the salted butter 
cloth, putting it on when the butter 
first comes into the house. 

One-half cup of sour cream, beaten 
with a turbine egg beater will “come ” 
Pour off the buttermilk, 
wash it with sterile water, pat the 
water out with a small wooden spoon 
used for that business only, and if 
you want to keep it roll it in a piece 
of cheese cloth made sterile by dip- 
ping in cold salted water, preferably 
sterile water. 
That is one reason why we find so 
much of it in dirty butter.
